ARRL Bulletin 139 on November 12, 1981, states at an open meeting of the Federal Communica- 
tions Commission on Thursday, November 12, 1981, the Commissioners decided to terminate 
Docket 89-728, the so-called Plain Language rewrite of the Amateur Rules, with no action. 
The familiar Part 97 remains in force. 


ARRL Bulletin Number 14%, dated November 16, 1981, advises that: On September 19, VE2DWG 
and VE2A0 opened Canada's new 33-cm Amateur band with a transmission from Pointe Claire to 
Dorval, Quebec. Signals were full quieting over the 2.6-mile path. 


Obscene language on the air should no longer be an FCC problem, the Commissioners voted 
September 17 in a wide-ranging recommendation to Congress for changes in the Communications 
Act. Although most of the Commissioners' proposals delat-with the regulation of broad- 
casting, proposals pertaining to the question of obscenity will affect the Amateur Service 
as well. The Commissioners voted unanimously to drop their right to revoke a station 
license for violation of obscenity statutes, and voted 4 to 22 in favor of amending Section 
326 to strip the Commission of any power of censorship over the content of communications. 


Did you know probably the greatest single barrier to effective communications is the lack 
of a common core of experience between the communicator and receiver. Communications can 
be effective only to the extent that the experiences -- physical, mental, or emotional -- 
of the people concerned are similar.

Mike Simpson, W6CRD reported that 
Bill Donohue, W6SYQ — on the 15-meter 
(21.404) Maritime Mobile Net — over- 
heard a call for help from John Sorenson, 
KA7KHP/MM2. 

John was single-handedly sailing at 
03.30 N. Lat. and 132.54 W. Long. when 
he lost the rudder from his 24-foot Buc- 
caneer sloop Eric The Red. 

John, a Novice, had been in daily CW 
contact with a fellow single-hander, 
KB7NYK, since his departure from Dana 
Point, California on 2 June. When his 
rudder sheared off and sank, John 
checked in with the net on voice, stating 
he had an emergency. (FCC rules permit 
emergency communications by voice by 
anyone, regardless of class of license.) 

The net controller cleared the net for 
emergency conditions. For the next nine 
days, the net kept John in radio contact 
with other boats at sea, Marvin Miller, 
KA6JIN and Jim Crow, WA2CPX — 
both sailing-cruising amateurs — 
changed course to assist. 

The U.S. Government research vessel 
Oceanographer changed course for over 

000 miles to help the rudderless Eric 

ve Red. KA6JIN and WA2CPX were 
then told to discontinue their rescue ef- 
forts but to remain in contact with the 
net. 


Daily contact was maintained with Eric 
The Red to keep the spirits of her skipper 
up. While the vessel was in trouble, a 
telephone patch to John’s parents in 
Boulder City, Nevada was completed. 

With the Oceanographer, WTEP 
enroute to intercept, John was instructed 
by the ship's captain to rig a sea anchor to 
check his 3 knot drift to the west. John 
jury-rigged his clothing as a sea anchor. 


At one point, he fell overboard but 
managed to get back aboard safely. 

Eric The Red, in direct contact with the 
Oceanographer, was also in contact with 
the Pacific Maritime Net, Pacific, con- 
trolled by Larry McPherson, KH6HEO in 
Honolulu. (20 meters, 14.314 MHz.) The 
Oceanographer used her direction finding 
equipment to locate the helpless vessel. 
At 2300Z, 17 July, the sloop was picked 
up at 00,008. and 139.43W. Oceanog- 
rapher’s crew filled John’s water and 
gasoline tanks and helped with emergen- 
cy repairs. John was in good condition 
and after a good hot shower and a couple 
of good meals, he was initiated into the 
Order of Neptune for crossing the 
equator. After the repairs were com- 
pleted, the ship escorted the sloop to 
make sure the repairs they had made to

@ The new amateur rules (Part 97.84a) are now in effect and there seems to be a lot of 
confusion as to just what is legal and what isn't. We covered this in depth in our 

last issue, but... again: you only have to ID giving only your own call sign at the 
end of a communication or every ten minutes which ever comes first. A communication is 
defined a8 a series of transmissions. That means that you can carry on a conversation 
for 9 minutes and some seconds without identifying your station - just as long as you 

ID at the ten minute level or at the end of your QSO. (New ID rules took effect 
October 23rd. FCC PR Docket 80-136) Most amateurs, however, will continue to ID the 
way they have done for years, i.e: at the beginning and ending of a communication, at 
ten minute intervals and identifying the station (or one of a group of stations) with 
which contact is made. Mortals are creatures of habit and seem to follow examples 
rather than rules. (Back in 1975, the FCC relaxed the rule which required you identify

@ How much is _an_"S-Unit"? There seems to be a difference of opinion on this. The 
ARRL Radio Amateurs Handbook says, "No particular standard has been adopted by the 
industry ....... an S meter is a relative-reading instrument on most amateur receivers. 
However, during World War II at least one receiver manufacturer used 50 microvolts for 
S-9 and each S unit below S9 was supposed to be equivalent to 6 dB." Well that WWII 
maker _was pretty much on target! At the May 1981 conference of IARU (International 
Amateur Radio Union) Region I, the region recommendations for S-meter standards are: 
1. Each S-point is a level difference of 6 dB. 

2. Below 30-MHz S-9 equals 50 microvolts across 50 ohms. 
3. Above 30-MHz S-9 equals 5 microvolts across 50 ohms. (Thanks VE7BS)
